John stiles and Uis Work. 

Tho Ittst mail brought us a letter from 
' Johu Siilog,' of Washington, enclos- 
ing a iminber of lU ticloH, tbo orauna- 
tioDBof his own lorlilo brain, cut from 
vorioua iiDWBpaporB publiBliod in that 
city. Id tho letter ho says, ' It \a dif- 
ficult to ascertain hero correct iuforma- 
tiou in referenco to tbo BontimenlB of 

Jhe people of British Columbia on An« 

\exation. I would take it ns an especial 
favour, if you would, conndcutialiy, in 
a letter, inform mo ou that suhject. I 
would like torecoivo a copy of your pa- 
per occasionally — especially when it 

-has anything on lleciprocity, Aonoxa- 
tion, Indcpcndenpe, &o. * * * .* * 
I am a native of Nova ScotinJ I be- 
lieve that Annexaiion would benefit tho 
colonieB, England and tho United States, 
and therefore advocato that measure.' 
Now, inasmuch as wo have no notion of 
placing onrsolves in ' confidential ' com- 
xnanicalion with a spy from the enemy's 
camp, more especially when that spy 
happens to be a traitor, of whose antece- 
dents we are not IgDOrant, wo prefer to 
answer John Stiles in tho more open 
form of a newspaper article; and, in 
doing this, wo trust wo shall not bo 
considered as acting with any want of 
courtesy towards our ' confidential ' cor- 
respondent. In glancing over the clip- 
pings Bont ns wo find amplo corrobora- 
tion of tho intimation that it is difncult 
to obtain in Washington correct inform- 
ation in reference to public sentiment 
here; and one is impolied to tho conclusion 
that John Stiles is either profoundly 
ignorant on that subject, or that ho is 

' incltued to deal very loosely with facts. 
Por instance, when ho says of this col- 
ony, 'Although tbo Governor's Council 
of tho colony unanimously voted, some 
time ago, to join tho Dominion, ihe 
people opposed the movemeHt and have 
continued to do so. The Colonial Sec- 
retary, in London, transmitted a dis- 
patch to tbo Governor of British Co., 
lumbia, in August last, advising an curly 
union vdlh Oanadti. But the invitation 
made no impreasiou upon tho minds of 
the people.* Need we say that all this 
is just the converse* of facts ? For three 
years havo tho people desired union 
with Canada; but the Governor's Council 
blocked the way, Tho dispatch on Con^ 
federation mude the most profound 
impression upon tbo minds of tho people, 
sad wherever tho Governor went ho 
was the recipient of addresses giving 
him a hearty welcome as tho reprtsen- 

/tative of the Queen, and tho known 
friend and promoter ot Confederation. 
Indeed, the ovation His Excellency re- 
ceived from tho principal comniunity on 
the mainland was suoh as bail find no 
parallel in tho history of the colony. 
All tbia outburst of loyal enthusiasm 
was perhaps less hocauao he was the 
representative of the Queon ihau ue.i 
cause ho was regarded as tho champion 
of Confederation. On these two points, 
John SiiloB ha9W8j.iinaij5or,5|a%^ 
an honest and troVanswer. "In'another 
artiole be says that both Nova Scotia 
and New Bruuswiclc are Btruggling to 
bo released from Confederation, a state- 
ment certainly not borne out by facts. 
Of this colony he romarks, 'British Col 
umbio has had a series of propositionjs 
from Canada to go into the Dominioij, 
all of which havo been rejected, and 
ihe people havo petitioned tho Quooa 
of England to be aljowcd to unilo their 
fortunes with tho American Kepublic, 
and have commissioned an agent to 
come to Washington to. nepoUate terms 
of admissiou into the ' TJnion.* Here, 
again^ ia John Stiles deplorably unlorn 
tunnte with his facts. Charitubly as. 
Burning him to bo inadvcrtontly .so, wo 
Bhall uguiu .supply correct iiifurnuition : 
It is quite true ihi\t, ubout ttireo years 
ago, a petition was gotten up in iliid 
community, asking tho (Queen's pormin- 

.'Bion to join .the Kepublic ; but it is 

; equally true that only a mere liamUul 
.ot foreign refidents si[j;ned it. It, is 
■ also true that the only nuw.spapcr which 
volunteered to support this 'treason in 
a corner' only survived the folly by a 
low weeks, and its editor and pi oprioior, 
'whdconBlituted tho bead and front of 
the movement, very shortly afior anmx- 
ed himself to tho Kopublic, hj tho more 
simple and rational process known by 
tbo noino of ' lOinigralion.' it cannot 
bo doniud that a moro recent hut not 
more general movement resulted in 
a petition being gotten up in this 
coin'mnnity, to ihb President of the 
Uniiod States, nuking him to take 
Btops for ' acquiring' IJiitisti Columbia; 
but it is only proper to titato that the 
petition did not boiir Ihu signatures ot 
filty rcBidonts, only livo of whom could 
claim to be Brit-.Bh subjects, either by 
bivtb or naturalization. Is it to be 
wondered at that, In a community of 
fotir thousand^' there should bo found, 
Bsy^ forty foroignors desirous that tho 
flag and inslitutionB of llioir ovai nation 
Bhould bo oxtoudod over this tho land 
ot their adoption? The tglcgfcaph has 
already informed us that Vincent CoK 
Iyer, in handing the precious document 
to'' President Grant, asburoil him ibut it 
was to bo followed by anolhur whi(;b was 
to 'contain tho names ot all the Briucii 
merchants and othois at Victoria, JSu-, 
Dairao and other places, in favor of the 
tranfjfer of British Columbia to the 
United StalOB.' Such assuranco would 
apDOftr to haveboon necessary m i)re.-eiii- 
ing a petition chiclly remaikablo for tho 
paucity of Bignatures it exlnbiled ; 
but we greatly think that, Bhould Yin- 
cent Collyer rely upon the second peti- 
tion to Buataiu the pi'oatigo of his 



...ission to the White llouso, ho 
is doomed to grovious disappointment ; 
and should that gentleman havo 'an axe 
to grind,' wo would adviao him to make 
the most ot bis time'.beforo tho oxpecin- 
tious created by his assurance come to 
an end, In every instance tho Annex-, 
aiion movomcnts in this colony have 
beeu confined to the single community 
ia which wo now write ; nor have they 
ever attained' suoh dimensions as would 
disontitlo Victoria to be considered 
loyal, thoroughly loyal to tho Briliah 
Crown. But, to deiU with the subject 
in ft more general way, the^peoplo Of 
British Columbia have no 'aesiire to 
ohango their allegiance. They think 
they can doecorn in Confederation the 
speedy establi.shment of a powerful 
British empire on this continent, which 
will leave thorn nothing to covet, 
wh.itovcr they may discover w.or^hy of 
admiration and imitation sontb of the 
lorty-nintb parallel of.^lndiludo. Nor 
is.this •''^ecesBatlly inoonsistant with 
tho theory" that tho whole Anglo-Saxon 
race on thiB"c6nlinont must eventually 
form one nation— a nation which will 
give civilization and dictato peace 
to tho world; only the procesB by 
which that condition will he-attained 
is a very different ono from that which 
John Utiles in seeking to promoto. 
Such a glorious roHult will never bo 
attained by means of potty, hole-and- 
corner treasonable plots, it can only 
bo brought about by the open and 
spontaneous coming together of two 
great peoples, a result "most readily at- 
tainable through that very Confcdora=. 
tion which small and shortssighted 
niindi deprecate. On the other hand, 
should ibo great yclicrao of creating a 
British empire ou this continent prove 
a failure— Bhould the parent nation prove 
recreant to tho great duty of "the hour 
and hesitate to tinploy her idle treasure 
and surplus population in ccmonting, 
opening and tilling iho vast territories 
Hlretehing from Newfonndhuxl lo Van- 
couver Island, tho whole attitude of ibis 
question, muat bo changed j and, wo 
hesitate to contemplate results. ' As wo 
have repeatedly said, Confederation 
mast either boa groat and inimediato 
success — and tho British nation must 
niako it such — or a gigantic failure 
There are two ^oads to Washington, 
neither ' of which Vinoont Oollyer and 
John Stiles are travelling,- There now, 
John Stiles has his answer. We havo 
endeavoured lo state tho case lionesily, 
and our facts are incontrovorliblo . Will 
lie bo good enough to recii)rocaie, by 
obtaining for this article iho eamo puD« 
liolty in-, Washington which his own 
orronebus stateraeuts haye enjoyed ?
